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HOARDING COSTLY GAME 


From President Truman on down, we've had repeated 


warnings -that foolish hoarding of food and other necessi- 
ties can lead only one way—to rationing and price control. 


As everyone recognizes, it isn't the occasional house- 


wife alone who accounts for this rush to stock up in fear 
of war-induced scarcities. In times like these, there are 
' always some merchants and speculators who give scare- 
buying an extra shove in their selfish desire to reap rich 
returns while the getting is good. 


The threat of control only spurs such individuals to 


greater effort to beat the clamping down of the lid. And 
so the pace of the trend accelerates. 


Most people, of course, are too sensible and patriotic to 


indulge in hoarding, especially when there's so little excuse 
for it as now. And most businessmen won't stoop to en- 
couraging such practices, either. 
In fact, some high- 


minded firms have taken up the cry against them. 


A-striking example of this comes -from Macy's, the 


huge New York department store. Its appeal for sanity 
was set forth in full-page ads^ in the New York news- 
' papers. Macy's message makes a perfect editorial on the 
-subject. 
Some excerpts: 


"So far as we can see, there's no important shortage 


of anything, right now. Our own counters are bulging. 
with merchandise. In many, many lines there's a surplus. 


"And America's productive capacity today is at such 


a level—nearly double what it was in 1939—that it can 
cope with just about everything except a stampede of 
hoarding and panic-buying. . . . 
' "The struggle in Korea may well last for a long time. 
But many experts believe it will remain limited in area 
and scope. 


"Yet suppose the worst happens, suppose we do, despite 


all we hope and pray for, become involved in another 
•full-scale war?" 


"All the more reason why every sensible American— 


and every decent American—should look on hoarding with 
revulsion. IT ALWAYS plays squarely into the hands of 
our enemies. 


"In any state of affairs, peace, half-peace, or all-out 


war, hoarding is the worst thing we can do. Hoarders 
only hurt themselves. And their families. 
And their 


neighbors. 


"So buy what you" need or really want. But please 


don't be stampeded into buying what you don't want. 


- 
You'll pay for it twice. You'll pay for it because you'll be 
spending money with no immediate benefit to yourself. 
And you'll pay for it again because it will help raise the 
prices you'll later have to pay for most everything."

"arbitrary control" over manufacturers and farmers. 


That is indeed correct. But no matter by what name 


you choose to disguise it, this is a war we're fighting in 
Korea. And war tends to be arbitrary. 


It's arbitrary, for instance, in the control it exer- 


cises over the lives of U. S. troops on the battlefront. A 
month ago they were either going through the calm routine 
of garrison soldiers in Japan, or were back in the United 
States. 


You might say: "They asked for it. 
They joined 


the Army." It's not so simple as that. We're all one peo- 
•'ple. Those are OUR soldiers out theie. And the very 
least we can do is to make every necessary home front 
sacrifice for their support—without grumbling. 


Nobody likes compulsions and "arbitrary controls." 


But you don't die from them. They're a small price to

President's Defense Program 
Requires Some Clarification

TJTfASHINGTON—(NEA)—Everyone in Washington is today running 


around somewhat frantically trying to figure out in specific terms 


just what President Truman's new defense program means to him or 
his business. 


Operating heads o' government agencies supposed to have a part in 


the job are still vague on the details. They haven't been told who is 
to do what, except in a most general way. Clarification apparently 
awaits testimony by top policy officials before congressional committees. 


Congress may of course drastically amend the proposed "defense 


production act of 1950," sent to Capitol Hill by the White House, so 
the effect of new defense curbs and controls on business and consum- 
ers can't be measured until Congress completes action. 


A few general deductions arc possible. A $10,000,000,000 increase In 


defense spanding means roughly a 25 to 30 percent increase in taxes, 
since the President specified this Korean war should be conducted on 
a pay-as-we-go basis. But where or how the administration proposes 
to levy the extra taxes will have to await the President's promised 
special message and testimony by Treasury Secretary John W. Snyder. 


Congress may of course throw cut all their recommendations and 


write its own tax bill. One other general deduction from the Presi- 
dent's mcs?age to Congress is that no new government agency—like 
the War Production Board of the last war—is to be created. 


TOT the time being at ler.st, all defense programs will be handled by 


existing departments and independent offices 


Fix-e main fields of control are outlined by the President's message: 


Allocation and priorities over scarce materials will be handled by 
Department of Commerce. Commodities exchange control over specu- 
lators will be handled by Department of Agriculture. Credit controls 
will be handled by Federal Reserve Board. Production loan guarantees 
and stockpiling will be handled by Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion or its subsidiaries. Housing credit control will be handled by 


1 Federal Housing Administration and its dependent agencies. 


T"VEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE now runs the export control pro- 
•*-^ gram and determines synthetic rubber production rates. Its import 
controls have all expired, with the lifting of allocations of tin. Com- 
modities exchange aulhortfy in Department of Agriculture now has 
limited control over brokers, futures, and customers' funds in trading 
on the principal U. S.-grown crops. 


Two years ago the President proposed that CEA be given control 


over margins and speculation, but Congress refused to grant it. 
Now the President is asking for it again. Resumption of credit controls 
will probably mean a return to something like Federal Reserve Board's 
regulation of wartime credit. Federal housing administration credit 
controls will be aimed not only at limiting mortgages, but also in 
Channeling scarce building materials into defense production. 


Just what a "production loan guarantee" will be, as called for by 


the President, remains to be seen. During the last war, Federal Re- 
serve Board had a V-loan program, in which it guaranteed loans on 
contracts made by Army, Navy and Air Force. The new idea seems 
lo be to channel all these loans into private banking institutions, with 
guarantees made by Reconstruction Finance Corporation. 


When the White House staff, under Presidential counsel Charles V. 


Murphy, was called on to draft a new mobilization law to meet the 
Korean limited emergency, it was possible to pick various proposals 
and put them together Jn relatively short time. This explains why the 
new composite sent to Comyess by the While House came as such a 
complete surprise lo manywf the agencies. 


This was not the all-out yiobilization bill they had been looking lor.

iree on some investment earnings. 


His proposals follow: 
For individuals— 
An increase about mid-way be- 


tween your present tax and what 
you paid on income for 1945, the 
last big wartime tax year. For ex- 
ample :

The president did not suggest— 


at this time, anyway—an "excess 
profits'-' tax on corporations such 
as they had to pay in wartime. 


On excise taxes— 
Excise taxes are special taxes 


on certain 
kinds 
of goods, like 


furs, jewelry, luggage and toilet 
preparations. The present tax on 
them is 20 per cent which Is what 
you pay when you buy them. 


This year, before the Korean 


crisis, congress had planned to re- 
duce most of them. Now Mr. Tru- 
man asks congress to let these 
taxes stand untouched. The gov- 
ernment, he says, needs the $7,- 
000,000,000. 


On loophole closing and other 


things—• 


Life insurance companies: Be- 


cause of a deficit in present law, 
life insurance companies for the 
past three years have not had to 
pay any income taxes on profits 
they got from investing their mon- 
ey, such as in real estate. 


Mr. Truman want- the law fixed 


so they'll have to pay tax on their 
invested income, but not the mon- 
ey they get from policy-holders. 


Mr. Truman 
wants the 
law 


changed so college and charitable 
institutions will have to pay tax 
on any income from private busi- 


i ness ventures.

The Pope recalled his* first en- 


cyclical, issued Oct. 27, 1939, at

HU new appeal was dated July 


10, 1950. 
The encyclical was the 


latest in a long series of appeals 
the Pope has made for peace dur- 
ing his reign of more than 1C 
years as head of the world's 400,- 
000,000 Roman Catholics.

prosperity of all nations," lie 
said, "cannot but return to ex- 
hort warmly all citizens and their 
rulers to true concord and peace."

favored, but hate and blind rivalry 
i.«.insinuated; concord between cit- 
izens is not exalted, but disturb- 
ances and disorders are provok- 
ed."

New York—(JP)—The oU re- 


inery industry celebrates its 100th 
>irthday this month by seeking 
ways to power a great many more 
niles of military 
plane 
flights 


vithout asking you to cut down on 
four Sunday auto trips. It thinks 
t can do it, if the war 
doesn't 


spread. 
Refining capacity has increased 


greatly since the war. But never 
jefore did Americans demand as 
much gasoline for so many cars. 
&nd each year the military bring 
out new kinds of planes demand- 
ing always more specialized gaso- 
line and always in greater quanti- 
ties.That means a tight squeeze this 
year for the industry in the small- 
scale Korean crisis. In a real all- 
out war the 
family car would 


have to spend most of its time in 
the garage. 


The national petroleum council, 


made up of industry leaders, can- 
vassed the situation 
yesterday 


with the national security resourc- 
es board. They promised to tackle 
at once one of the chief bottle- 
necks. It arises from this situa- 
tion: 


One prized grade of aviation 


gasoline contains a high propor- 
tion of high-octane fuel derived by 
the alkylation process. The indus- 
try has a capacity of 115,000 bar- 
rels of alkylate a day, but has 
been using about 20 per cent of 
that in automobile gasoline. The 
military now want all of it for 
aviation, and some oilmen expect 
them to demand even greater pro- 
duction next year. Premium auto 
gasoline would be the first to feel 
the pinch. 


Part of the trouble is that 16 of 


the 56 plants that made this avia- 
tion gasoline ingredient in the last 
war are no longer in operation. 


However, refiners believe they 


can meet most military require- 
ments quickly. They boast that 
they've always been out In front of 
the rest of the petroleum industry. 
In fact, the first oil refinery start- 
ed in July, 1850', and it wasn't un- 
til August, 1859, that the first 
oil well was drilled, in Pennsyl- 
vania. 
' 


James Young, a Scot started re- 


fining oil from coal near Glasgow, 
calling his product "coal oil." In 
1854, American chemist Dr. Abram 
G«ssner patented kerosene, obtain- 
ed from coal, and there, were 50 
"(Mat 40,50,60?" 
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primitive refineries in the Unit- 
ed States cooking kerosene out of 
coal when Col. Edwin Laurentine 
Drake drilled the first well near 
Titusville, Pa., 90 years ago. 


The industry developed quickly 


after that, since 
the petroleum 


from wells was much more econ- 
omical than the oil cooked out of 
coal. Now, once more, scientists 
are trying for economical ways of 
getting oil from coal and shale to 
feed the ever increasing peacetime 
and wartime demands for oil. 


From the simple kerosene, or 
coal oil, the industry has mush- 
roomed into more than 
2,500 


products, the American Petroleum 
Institute reports. They include 
such things as the wax on soda 
straws, ointments, cosmetics, 
cleaning fluids, insecticides, weed 
killers, and asphalt. 
Petroleum 


products furnish raw materials 
for: synthetic rubber, plastics, 
paints, alcohols, T. N. T., dyestuffs, 
soaps. 


The nation now has 346 operat- 


ing refineries with a capacity to 
handle more th an 6% million bar- 
rels of crude oil a day. There are 
48 non-operating plants, bringing 
total potential capacity to 6% mil- 
lion barrels. 


The latest domestic crude oil 


production was about 5y2 million 
barrels, but the oil industry could 
step this up considerably as need- 
ed. And Venezuela produces near- 
ly 1% million barrels a day. Oil 
imports from all sources have been 
running around 800,000 barrels 
daily. 


The crude oil capacity of all re- 


fineries has gone up 172 per cent 
in 15 years, although the number 
of refineries has decreased by 70 
per cent.

iety of laboratory equipment for 
the buildings at Perm State also 
will be sought later in 
August. 


The dates for bids on this type of 
equipment, however, have not been 
set. 


The Authority has earmarked 


approximately 
$100,000 
of 
its 


funds for equipping the seven po- 
lice barracks it will build for the 
Commonwealth, although the in- 
itial bids will cover only those at 
Hollidaysburg and Reading, where 
the construction 
is scheduled for 


completion this fall. 


In addition, more than $900,000 


has been allocated to cover all the 
cost of equipping the 
$8,000,000 


construction program approved by 
the Authority at the Pennsylvania 
State College. The major portion 
of the equipment items will pro- 
vide furnishings ond laboratory 
equipment for the new Plant In- 
dustries and 
Mineral . Sciences 


Buildings completed by the col- 
lege last year under a previous 
construction program. The equip- 
ment is essential so that the new 
buildings can be utilized

fall.

Boom Absorption 
Of Huge War Bill 
Is Called Possible 


By T. E. APPLEGATE 


New 
York—(IP)—There's 
an 


even chance the nation's business 
boom can absorb the 510,&00,000,- 
000 military spending program 
without critical disruption of our 
standards of civilian life. 


It depends on how well infla- 


tion can be avoided. Price boosts 
would reduce the amount of goods 
—military or other—that a dollar 
will buy and this could make the 
whole program much more costly. 


Today no one knows to what 


extent present purchasing power 
of the dollar will be maintained. 


President Truman warns there 


will be repercussions on our do- 
mestic economy. But he also has 
a plan aimed at keeping them in 
reasonable -bounds. 


From an economic standpoint 


some persons and some businesses 
are likely to suffer, at least 
temporarily. 


As consumer production is cut 


back some workers will be out of 
jobs. But output of military goods 
will call for added manpower -in 
other industries, such as aircraft 
and shipbuilding. 


Here are ways in which nearly 


every one will be affected: 


Your taxes—both individual and 


business—will go up. If the con- 
trols the president asks become ef- 
fective, you'll find credit terms a 
little stiffer when you go to buy 
an automobile, television set or al- 
most any other article. 


The government's problem U^ ~~« 


I spend 10 billion dollars without 
stirring an 
inflation 
that could 


open wide cracks in the economy. 


Considerable 
steel, aluminum 


and other materials will be divert- 
ed to military use. No one yet has 
said how much of each will be 
needed. As they are diverted there 
will be less for civilian use. 


This means less raw material 


to build houses, automobiles and 
a variety of items such as refrig- 
erators, kitchen cabinets, radio and 
television sets, etc. 


Reduced supply of these could 


upset the balance that keeps bus- 
iness stable, unless demand de- 
clines at the same time. 


To put a checkrem on wild de- 


mand is the aim of the president's 
program. He seeks authority to 
control such main props of the 
business boom as consumer credit, 


construction and ateel consump- 
tion. 


The theory is: The nation's out- 


put of goods and services is at an 
annual rate of nearly 270 billion 
dollars. If some 4 per cent of de- 
mand for these goods and services 
could be restrained, it would bal- 
ance the military spending, even if 
the 10 billion is spent in a year. 


The president called it "substan- 


tial redirection of economic re- 
sources." 


Obviously some industries will 


supply more than others to the 
military program. 
Tanks, air- 


plane engines, ships, will require 
large tonnages of steel, for in- 
stance. 


To assure 
such 
supplies, the 


president wants direct authority to 
establish pnonties, 
to 
allocate 


materials, and to limit the-amounts 
used in non-essential manufacture. 


Many businessmen and industri- 


alists disagree over the means of 
accomplishing this.

The public is well conditioned by 
now to controls, restrictions and 
interference. 


The world was so unprepared 


economically for th« outbreak of 
World War One that fear of a 
complete collapse in stock prices 
kept the New York Stock Ex- 
change closed for four and a half 
months—from July 31 to Dec. 14., 
1914—and on a restricted trading 
basis until April 1, 1915. 


Then the war babies came into 
their own. Bethlehem Steel ad- 
vanced from $46 a share to $117 
by April 9, and on to $700 the 
next year. General Motors went 
from a 1915 low of $82 to a 1916 
high of $850. War seemed a prof- 
itable business then. 


Humphrey B. Neill notes in his 


book, "The Inside Story of the 
Stock Kxchange," that traders re- 
membered the war babies when 
World War Two began Sept. 1, 
1939, and behaved just the oppo- 
site from the way they did in the 
first war. 
This time the panic 


was to buy, not to sell. The mar-

Lawns Can Suffer from 
Thirst When Overwatered 


Close mowing and overwatering 


are 
often responsible for poor 
lawns in midsummer. If the soil 
is kept constantly moist, grass may 
lose vigor for lack of air in the 
soil; and this loss of vigor may 
make the moisture of no benefit to 
it. Good drainage, and a porous 
surface which -will admit air are 
the best protection against over- 
watering. 
Frequent shallow sprinkling is 
even more dangerous on the lawn 
than in the flower and vegetable 
garden. Do not begin to water un- 
til the grass needs it, then soak 
the soil deeply at longer intervals. 


Many good lawn grasses are de- 


stroyed by close mowing. The best 
height to set the mower is 1 
inches from the surface. To adjust 
the mower, place it on a level 
floor and measure the distance 
from the floor to the flat knife on 
Which the reel cuts. All mowers 
have some means of adjustment by 
which this distance can be raised 
or lowered. 
While grasses grow best on soil 
which U slightly acid, pH 6 to 6.5, 
greater acidity may make plant 
food unavailable. Heavy clay soils 
especially are improved by lime. 


Every few years check the soil 
acidity and apply limestone to bring 
it up to the proper point. 
Organic matter is Acessary to 


vigorous grasses, and'a heavy root 
growth increases the organic mat- 
ter in the soil. So keep the grass 
well fed. Weeds should be killed 
by chemicals, chief of which for 
lawns is 2,4D. Blue grass and 
fescue are not injured by this chem- 
ical, though red top and bent 
grasses may be temporarily dam- 
aged. White clover is frequently 
killed. 
Crab grass can be killed by 


spraying with potassium cyanate 
preparations when germination first 
begins, and again when mature 
plants threaten to seed. This chem- 
ical is not poisonous to animals, 
and should be sprayed on the lawn 
so the leaves are covered with a 
film. 
Lawn clippings should not be re- 


moved, except in hot weather 
when they are very heavy and if 
left on the lawn might ferment. 
Water can be applied during hot 
sunshine without injuring the grass, 
and if fungus disease is prevalent, 
this is the best time. It takes more 
water, but reduces fungi.

eral occasions recently. One said 
the people know that they iriust 
stand up and fight in order to get 
relief from 
"slavery." 
Another, 


aimed at youths among: Iran's low- 
paid soldiery, told of "successful 
struggles waged by armies of lib- 
eration" in Asia and 
predicted 


that the 
same 
movement will 


"change Iran's destiny" in the near 
future. 


Such seeds are planted among 


a population whose generally low 
standard of living was reduced by 
a crop failure last year. Peasants 
had little to sell and much unem- 
ployment resulted.

that the Iranian army alone could 
fight more than a delaying action 
against a Russian invasion. 


Iran's strategic Importance is 


due mainly to its enormous re- 
sources. The Persian Gulf area, in- 
cluding the oil fields of Iran and 
of the neighboring Arab states of 
Saudi Arabia and Iraq, are esti- 
mated to hold about a third of all 
the 'world's known 
oil 
reserves.

about 700,000' barrels of oil a day 
in Iran. Production from

can-operated interests

Arabia is running about 550,000 
barrels a day. 


Officials say that about 75 per- 


cent of Western Europe's oil sup- 
plies are now coming from the 
Middle East. 


If another world war comes, it 


is widely believed that one ot Rus- 
sia's major objectives will be to 
deny the Middle Eastern oil to the 
west and add . to her own re- 
sources.
